THE  QUESTION  of  apathy, 
which  was  bantered  about  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  meeting, 
brought  several  responses.  One 
.vas  the  comment  of  Larry 
Boothe  that  “It’s  up  to  the  indi- 
vidual to  solve  the  problem  of 
apathy.” 

Another  was  a feeling  that  per- 
haps lack  of  concern  over  student 
government  is  based  not  on  apa- 
thy, but  represents  trust  in  the 
way  student  government  is  pre- 
sently operating.  One  student 
commented,  that  if  students  did 
not  trust  their  leaders,  “this  room 
would  be  packed  today.” 

THE  QUESTION  of  whether  or 
not  activities  are  “of  sufficient 
value,”  whether  they  are  worth- 
while and  have  a definite  purpose 
was  raised. 

Studentbody  president  Dave 
Stone  said  that  actual  problems 
of  disinterest  at  BYU  are  less 
than  at  many  schools.  “When  we 
go  other  places,  we  get  asked, 
‘How  do  you  do  it?’  ” he  said. 

HOWEVER,  HE  suggested  that 
in  some  universities  student  gov- 
ernment has  more  of  a ‘policy- 
making  voice”  than  at  BYU.  “We 
are  not  a tool  of  the  administra- 
tion.” he  said  in  answer  to  z 
question,  “but  the  areas  in  which 
we  are  allowed  to  make  decisions 
are  quite  circumscribed.” 

One  of  the  practical  complaints 
which  emerged  from  the  meeting 
was  over  the  Saturday  final  test, 
ing  schedule.  Students  asked  stu 
dent  government  to  take  their 
part'-m  getting  the  test  week  re- 
scheduled so  that  finals  do  not 
begin  the  first  day  after  classes. 
Vice  President  of  Student  Rela- 
tions Will  Whittle  was  assigned 
to  work  on  the  problem.

“The  most  important  thing  in 
our  life  is  our  religious  activity,” 
stated  Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher  at  the 
Wednesday  Devotional  assembly. 

Dr.  Fletcher  continued  by  cor- 
relating the  roles  of  science  and 
religion.  A scientist  who  has  faith 
at  all  can  gain  faith  in  God  by 
constant  church  activity  and  by- 
taking  fespon.'-ibility  upon  him-

self  said  Dr.  Fletcher.  He  warned, 
however,  that  a scientist  can  also 
lose  his  faith  by  losing  his  relig- 
ious activities. 

IN  REFERENCE  to  science. 
Dr.  Fletcher  stated  that  gravita- 
tional force,  one  of  two  major 
forces  that  act  on  matter,  “en- 
ables all  motions  of  ratelites, 
stars  and  eclipses  to  be  predicted 
100  years  in  advance,”  however 
“no  scientist  has  ever  found  why 
one  matter  attracts  another.” 

Because  of  the  limitations  of 
'.he  human  mind,  it  is  hard  to 
realize  the 'measurements  of  the 
scientific  world,  he  continued. 
Size  is  measured  by  inches  o" 
feet,  but  in  the  molecular  world 
the  scale  must  be  reduced  one 
thousand  million  times. 

Time  and  distance  cannot  be 
thought  of  in  hours  and  miles, 
but  must  be  thought  of  as  light 


years,  or  186,000  miles  per  second, 
the  speed  of  light,  or  in  the  “eter- 
nal world  where  there  is  no  time.” 

“WHERE  IS  God  and  where  is 
heaven,”  are  two  problems  which 
confront  all  scientists.  Many  be- 
lieve that  when  wo  die  we  return 
to  the  earth  which  is  the  end; 
“We  know  it  is  not,”  Dr.  Fletch- 
er said. 

Ther  is  a difficulty  when  non- 
believers try  to  explain  what  is 
happening  in  the  biological  world, 
he  added.  “The  atomic  bomb  pro- 
claims there  must  be  a divine 
creator.” 

In  closing  Dr.  Fletcher  read 
statements  of  great  scientists 
who  gave  credit  to  God  for  their 
work,  and  acknowledged  a need 
for  religion.  In  quoting  a pro- 
verb, Dr.  Fletcher  stated  if  we  do 
not  seek  God,  “we  play  the  fool 
and  pay  the  price.”
